Please keep in mind that inclusion 
of an institution in this Guide does 
not imply an endorsement of its 
courses, degrees or educational 
outcomes. 



Some important facts about 
going to coiiege 

It is never too soon or too late to 
benefit from college or education 
beyond high school. Younger stu- 
dents and their families should start 
planning as soon as possible. Sav- 
ing for college should start when a 
child is born, and building a good 
academic record becomes increas- 
ingly important as students enter 
middle and high school. Returning 
or adult students also need to look at 
every option. Here are some facts to 
consider: 

• Entrance requirements and 
deadlines All institutions have ap- 
plication deadlines and many have 
very specific general entrance re- 
quirements, including completion of 
certain courses and tests. Some 
have residency requirements. Find 
out now what these requirements are 
for all schools under consideration. 
Check with counselors and the insti- 
tutions you want to attend. This 
Guide lists addresses, phone num- 
bers, and websites for institutions 
across the state. 

• Higher Education costs and 
flnancial aid — The cost of educa- 



tion beyond high school varies 
widely, depending on factors like 
the course of study, institution se- 
lected, and the educational ob- 
jective. Saving to pay for college is 
important, but financial aid is avail- 
able to many California students. 

Aid may come directly from the 
school or college, the state, or the 
federal government. 

Find out if you qualify for financial 
assistance. See a counselor. Ask 
for more information about aid from 
the institutions you are considering 
attending.

Residency Requirements 

California’ s public colleges and 
universities distinguish between 
residents and nonresidents for tui- 
tion purposes. State residents his- 
torically have been charged fees but 
not tuition. Nonresident students, 
however, pay both fees and tuition. 

The California Community Colleges 
(CCC) and the California State Uni- 
versity (CSU) apply rules set by 
State statute in determining stu- 
dents’ residency status for tuition 
purposes, while the University of 
California (UC) has developed a 
separate and stricter set of residency 
rules. 

It is important to remember that be- 
cause changes may be made at any 
time, and there are exceptions to 
rules, you should always check with 
the campus you are considering. 



How To Get Facts About 
Your Residency 

A student’ s residence is determined 
at the campus level. Therefore, 
campus officials can give you the 
most accurate advice on residence 
issues. If you have specific ques- 
tions about your residency status, 
please read the statements of resi- 
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dency requirements published in the 
catalog of the public institution you 
plan to attend or contact the official 
who has been designated to make 
residency determinations for that in- 
stitution. 

• For residency information at a 
community college campus, contact 
the Admission’s Officer of the cam- 
pus. 

• For residency information at a 
state university, contact the campus 
Residence Clerk in the Admissions 
Office. 

• For residency information at a 
university campus, contact the Resi- 
dence Deputy or Residence Affairs 
Officer who is located in the campus 
Registrar’ s Office. 

Such individuals can give you more 
accurate advice and also provide 
more precise information than any- 
one else. 



Accreditation 

Accrediting agencies are private 
educational associations of regional 
or national scope that develop crite- 
ria and conduct peer evaluations to 
assess whether or not those criteria 
are met. Institutions or programs 
that meet an agency’s criteria are 
thereby “accredited.” 

Accreditation does not provide 
automatic acceptance by one in- 
stitution of credit earned at another 
institution, nor does it give assur- 
ance of acceptance of graduates by 
employers. Acceptance of students 
or graduates is always the preroga- 
tive of the receiving institution or 
employer. 

For these reasons, besides ascer- 
taining the accredited status of a 
school or program, students should 
take additional measures to deter- 
mine, prior to enrollment, whether 
or not their educational goals will be 
met through attendance at a particu- 
lar institution. These measures 



should include inquiries to institu- 
tions to which transfer might be de- 
sired, or to prospective employers 
and, if possible, personal inspection 
of the institution at which enroll- 
ment is contemplated. 

To ensure a basic level of quality, 
accrediting associations of regional 
or national scope have adopted cri- 
teria reflecting the qualities of a 
sound educational program and have 
developed procedures for evaluating 
institutions or programs to de- 
termine whether or not they are op- 
erating at basic levels of quality. 



Types of accreditation 

The two basic types of educational 
accreditation are: 1) institutional, 
and 2) specialized or programmatic. 

Institutional accreditation applies to 
an entire institution, indicating that 
each of its parts is contributing to 
the achievement of the institution’s 
objectives, although not necessarily 
all at the same level of quality. The 
various commissions of the regional 
accrediting associations, for exam- 
ple, perform institutional ac- 
creditation, as do many national ac- 
crediting agencies. 

Specialized or programmatic ac- 
creditation applies to programs, de- 
partments, or schools that are parts 
of an institution. 

Most of the specialized or pro- 
grammatic accrediting agencies re- 
view units within an institution of 
higher education that is accredited 
by one of the regional accrediting 
commissions. Flowever, certain ac- 
crediting agencies also accredit pro- 
fessional schools and other special- 
ized or vocational institutions of 
higher education that are freestand- 
ing in their operations.

2. The California State Univer- 
sity — public university campuses 
that award bachelor’ s, master’ s and 
education doctoral degrees, plus 
joint doctoral with other universi- 
ties. (Page 13) 

3. University of California — 

public university campuses that of- 
fer bachelor’s, master’s and doctoral 
degrees. (Page 55) 

4. Other Public Institutions — 

Flastings College of the Law and the 
Naval Postgraduate School, public 
institutions that have their own gov- 
erning body and that are supported 
with funding appropriated by either 
the State or federal government. 
(Page 61) 

5. Independent Colleges and 
Universities — non-State-supported 
institutions that are accredited by 
the Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges. (Page 63) 

6. Private State-Approved and 
Exempt Institutions — schools, 
colleges, and universities approved 
by the California Department of 
Consumer Affairs, Bureau for Pri- 
vate Postsecondary and Vocational 
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Education (BPPVE) — the State 
agency that approves private institu- 
tions not accredited hy WASC.

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California Community Colleges 



Many educational options are of- 
fered by the California Community 
Colleges, including academic and 
vocational training programs that 
lead to occu- 
pational certifi- 
cates, Associate 
of Arts or Science 
degrees, and 
transfer programs. 

There are 109 community colleges 
and many off-campus centers that 
are administered by 7 1 districts lo- 
cated throughout the state. These 
campuses serve more than 2.5 mil- 
lion students every year. 

Community college campuses are 
designed and intended to be close to 
the state’s primary residential cen- 
ters and within easy driving distance 
for most students. A California 
resident may attend any community 
college campus in the state. 

Community college students can 
complete the first two years of a 
university education and, if they 
meet certain requirements, can 
transfer to the California State Uni- 
versity, the University of California, 
or an independent institution to 
complete a four-year (bachelor) de- 
gree. 

The community colleges also offer 
remedial instruction in conjunction 
with local school districts, in- 
struction in English as a second lan- 
guage, adult non-credit instruction, 
and support services to help students 
succeed at the postsecondary level. 



Admission, residency 
requirements 

By law, the California Community 
Colleges are required to admit any 
California resident who graduated 
from high school, and may admit 
those who have not graduated but 
are over 1 8 years of age and can 
benefit from the instruction offered. 

The community colleges may also 
admit any nonresident possessing a 
high school diploma or the equiva- 
lent. More information about resi- 
dency requirements for fee and tui- 
tion purposes can be found in this 
Guide on page 5.

The California State University 
(CSU) system includes 23 campuses 
across the state. These multipurpose 
institutions serve more than 400,000 
students annually and offer both un- 
dergraduate and 
graduate in- 
struction in a 
variety of pro- 
fessional and 
occupational 
fields as well as hroad liheral educa- 
tion. Admission priority is given to 
students who have successfully 
completed their first two years at a 
California Community College cam- 
pus. 

Each State University campus re- 
tains its own unique academic and 
demographic character. These cam- 
puses include both comprehensive 
and polytechnic universities, as well 
as the California Maritime Acad- 
emy, a specialized campus. 

The primary focus of the CSU fac- 
ulty is providing quality instruction. 
CSU campuses require for gradua- 
tion a basic program of “General 
Education-Breadth Requirements” 
regardless of the type of bachelor’ s 
degree or major field selected by the 
student. 



Admission requirements 

The CSU requires students to com- 
plete a specified number of aca- 
demic courses in high school, called 
the “a-g” subjects (college prepara- 
tory courses) and earn a C or better 
in those courses. If a student has 



below a 3.0 grade point average, the 
university then uses a numerical in- 
dex, consisting of standardized test 
scores and grades in the required 
courses to determine a student’ s eli- 
gibility for the CSU system. The 
university uses this model to ensure 
that access is offered to the top one 
third of California high school 
graduates as designated in the state 
Master Plan for Higher Education. 

To transfer to the university from a 
community college, a student must 
have a grade point average of 2.0 or 
higher in all transferable units and 
be in good standing at his or her last 
school. Depending on a number of 
factors, other requirements may ap- 
ply. Check with the admissions of- 
fice at the campus you are planning 
to attend.

It includes in- 
formation about admission, aca- 
demic requirements, fees and tui- 
tion, financial aid and other topics.

The trustees, the chancellor and the 
presidents develop system-wide pol- 
icy. Campus-level implementation 
is done via broadly based consulta- 
tive procedures. 

The Academic Senate of the Cali- 
fornia State University, made up of 
elected representatives of the faculty 
from each campus, recommends 
academic policy to the Board of 
Trustees through the Chancellor.

The university 
uses this eligibility model to ensure 
that access is offered to the top 12.5 
percent of California high school 



graduates as designated in the state 
Master Plan for Higher Education. 

The Eligibility in the Eocal Context 
(EEC) program is an additional 
route to achieving eligibility for 
admission. It grants UC eligibility 
to the top 4.0 percent of students in 
each California high school, based 
on their grades in UC-required 
courses. UC makes this determina- 
tion based on the evaluation of stu- 
dent transcripts forwarded to UC by 
individual high schools.

Freshman students will meet the 
minimum requirement if they have a 
grade-point average of 3.0 or higher 
plus an adequate score on the ACT 
or SAT I and SAT II subject tests.

Every qualified 
student who is a resident of Califor- 
nia is entitled to admission at one of 
the University’s campuses, although 
not necessarily at the campus of first 
choice.

In addition to the three public sys- 
tems of higher education, California 
is also home to 130 independent col- 
leges and universities that are ac- 
credited hy the Western Association 
of Schools and Colleges (WASC). 

The majority of the independent col- 
leges and universities are non-profit 
educational institutions that receive 
no direct public funding. They 
cover the full range of higher educa- 
tion offerings, serve some 260,000 
California students each year, and 
have very different characteristics. 

They include large campuses that 
are recognized worldwide for their 
traditional undergraduate, graduate, 
and professional degree programs 
and smaller institutions that focus 
on a limited course of study or pro- 
fession. Some offer associate (2- 
year) degrees in specialized majors 
for specific vocations. Some have a 
religious affiliation. Some institu- 
tions mainly serve commuters and 
others are residential campuses. 

Most WASC-accredited indepen- 
dent institutions are four-year col- 
leges and universities accredited by 
the WASC Commission for Senior 
Colleges and Universities. Only 
twenty-one campuses are accredited 
by the WASC Commission for 
Community and Junior Colleges. 



Accreditation 

Accreditation certifies that an insti- 
tution meets or exceeds established 
standards and is achieving its own 
stated objectives. WASC and the 
other five regional associations in 
the United States grant “institutional 
accreditation” after a comprehensive 
self-study followed by an on-site 
evaluation of the programs and ser- 
vices of the total institution. 



This means that all diploma or de- 
gree programs and educational ac- 
tivities offered by the institution are 
covered by the institution’s accredi- 
tation. The evaluation determines 
whether or not the institution quali- 
fies for regional recognition, but 
more importantly, periodic self- 
study and review promote im- 
provement in educational quality.

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CALIFORNIA POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION COMMISSION 



THE California Postsecondary Education Commission is 
a citizen board established in 1974 by the Eegislature 
and the Office of the Governor to coordinate the efforts 
of California’s colleges and universities and to provide 
independent, non-partisan policy analysis and recom- 
mendations on higher education issues. 

Members of the Commission 

Of the 16 Commission members, nine represent the gen- 
eral public, with three each appointed for six-year terms 
by the Office of the Governor, the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee, and the Speaker of the Assembly. Eive others 
represent the major systems of postsecondary education 
in California. Two student members are appointed by 
the Office of the Governor 



Functions of the Commission 

The Commission is charged by the Eegislature and the 
Office of the Governor to “assure the effective utiliza- 
tion of public postsecondary education resources, 
thereby eliminating waste and unnecessary duplication, 
and to promote diversity, innovation, and responsiveness 
to student and societal needs.” 

To this end, the Commission conducts independent re- 
views of matters affecting the 2,600 institutions of post- 
secondary education in California, including community 



colleges, four- year colleges and universities, and profes- 
sional and occupational schools. 

As an advisory body to the Eegislature and the Office of 
the Governor, the Commission performs specific duties 
of planning, evaluation, and coordination by cooperating 
with other State agencies and non-governmental groups 
that perform governing, administrative, and assessment 
functions. The Commission does not govern or adminis- 
ter any institutions, nor does it approve, authorize, or ac- 
credit any colleges and universities. 

Operation of the Commission 

The Commission holds regular public meetings through- 
out the year at which it discusses and takes action on 
studies and takes positions on proposed legislation af- 
fecting education beyond the high school level in Cali- 
fornia. Requests to speak at a meeting may be made by 
writing the Commission in advance or by submitting a 
request before the start of the meeting. 

The Commission’s day-to-day work is carried out by its 
staff in Sacramento, under the guidance of an Executive 
Director who is appointed by the Commission.
